cost for smudging, should the tem- 
perature .drop too low this winter. 


An underground 25,000-gallon tank 


has also been built next to.the rail- 
road to facilitate the unloading of 
cars of oil, gravity allowing the oil 
to' empty the tanks arid pumps lift- 
ing it into the overhead storage. 
The cost of the storage plant is over 
$7000.

the results of a two-year investiga- 
tion of sprays and fumigation in the 
eastern part of Los Angeles county. 
It is very interesting to note that 
the recommendations as given by 
these two men are almost identical. 


Mr. 
Landon's recommendations 


were mainly for the San Dimas sec- 
tion, with which he has been familiar 
during a period of a dozen years. 
Mr. Woglum's re.mlts had been ob- 
tained' through painstaking tnvesti- 
garionnl work carried on by himself 
and Mr. LaFollctte,- studying and 
comparing the results of fumigation 
and spraying only in orchards where 
the work has been known to be clone 
in a proper manner. 


Their recommendations are that 


where the infestation is not too 
great, use a miscible oil spray with 
lime sulfur in the late fall, prefer- 
ably during Ostober, November and 
December. Mr. Woglum especially 


sprays recommended, such as the 
Triumph oil spray or Sherwin-Wil- 
liams oil spray used at the proper 
time with the proper concentration 
of materials. 


Results of investigations in the 


San Gabriel valley have shown that 
where a miscible oil and lime sulfur 
have been used in the late fall that 
the citrus red spider has been con- 
trolled very effectively. The Volek 
oil also used last season has been 
fairly effective in.controlling the red 
spider. Orchard's which have been 
fumigated only have carried a severe 
infestation of red., spider in many 
cases during this past spring and 
early summer. 


It was brought out that the one 


main factor involved in proper con- 
trol work where sprays are used is 
that good quality work must be ac- 
complished, which moans the cover- 
ing of the entire surface of the tree.

Men of Vision in San Gabriel Valley 


Glendora Gleaner: The future of the great San Gabriel 


•valley looks brighter to the editor of the Gleaner after 
attending the meeting called by the sanitation committee 
of the valley. This was held at Monrovia on August 14th. 
The reason for the increased brighter outlook Arises from 
the caliber of the men who attended that meeting. Men 
were present from Monrovia, Glendora, Azusa, Covina, 
Baldwin Park, Long Beach, Alhambra, Monterey Park, 
Sierra, Madre, South Pasadena, and El Monte. 


There were among them the men * who vision the future 


of the southland and especially of the San Gabriel valley. 
They are the men who are laying the foundation of an 
empire here. They are backing the great projects such 
as the San Gabriel reservoir to cost $25,000,000, the met- 
ropolitan sewer to cost at least $20,000,000, and other pro- 
jects which are necessary for a foundation upon which will 
be built a great population in the easter^n end of Los An- 
geles county. The people are coming by the thousands. 
Are we ready for them? We must first have water for 
them, and if present plans are carried out this is assured. 
We must have a proper system of sewage. The present 
plan to carry all the sewage from the east end of the 
county direct to the ocean appears to be the most feasible. 
No great American cities will ever be built without proper 
sewage disposal. The proposed main trunk sewer will 
carry the sewage of most of Los Angeles county outside 
of Los Angeles. 
Some twenty cities, from Glendora on the 


east to Long Beach on the ocean, will use this great trunk 
line. It will extend five miles out in the ocean, where cur- 
rents will carry the discharge out to sea and not wash it 
back on the beach, as so many sewers now do. 


To the boosters of the two great objects, a- water supply 


and sewage disposal, is added a live, wide-awake bunch of 
planners. They have roads, bridges, parks and playgrounds 
in mind for future generations and future growth. 
Surely 


with such a body of men interested in the development of 
the San Gabriel valley the outlook is most favorable. What 
is wanted of the average citizens who can not take an 
active part in these great works is an understanding of 
their main objects and a vision of their greatness. He will 
then be ready to assist in even a small way to bring about 
the objects sought. 
, Let us recal.1 the big problems now facing tjie^eop)^ ol 
the San Gabriel valley. First the water problem.'"This is 
in a fair way to solution.' A plan has been adopted by 
the voters to conserve the water which falls on the south 
slope of the Sierra Madre mountains and flows into the 
San Gabriel watershed. A huge dam is to be built at the 
forks of the San Gabriel river. Thus with smaller dams, 
one in the Dalton canyon, one in the San Dimas canyon 
and other dams will solve the water question.. Already 
nioney has been voted for this project. Work will soon 
begin. 
. 


A campaign for a bond issue will soon begin. The cost 


will be distributed over a district which today has an ass- 
essed valuation exceeding $425,000,000. Eight districts 
will make up the territory to be served. The largest in 
taxation is the city of Long Beach. The second largest 
district will be No. 7, which includes the city of Glendora. 
' This will have' a valuation exceeding $100,000,000 and will 
take in some twelve towns, all of which are incorporated, 
growing cities. Already three districts have voted nearly 
half the amount needed to build the big main. Long Beach 
will vote soon. And it is expected that district seven will 
vote the bond issue before January, 1926. The vote so far 
has ranged from seventy to one in favor to twenty to one. 
In no district which has voted has there been any real op- 
position. District No. 7 will without doubt approve the 
formation of this plan and vote for the bonds. It will do 
away with the nasty back yard cesspool and result in better 
health conditions and really cost less money. 


The Bother demands of a growing American district are 


following as fast as the increase "of population. Good 
school^ are everywhere apparent. Good churches are found 
in every community, women's clubs are active in every 
city, service clubs are adding their efforts in most cities, 
so that the district east of Los Angeles is getting ready for 
the big population which is certain to come this way. At 
present the territory west of Los Angeles to the ocean is 
getting the big population, but this will not continue many 
more years, and they will be coming east. They will come 
just as soon as we are ready for them. 
i 


Capital Punishment 


If those who sob or blubber about the poor murderer 


who is hanged or >g to be hanged would stop to think of 
the one murdered and the .members of the bereaved fam- 
ily, they might take a different view of the case. No, hang 
ing will not bring the murdered back to life. Surely not. 
But hanging will prevent the same murderer from com- 
mitting more murders. It will also deter others from com- 
mitting murder. It will not stop all murders, of course, 
but it will reduce them to the minimum. This is a proved 
fact. The countries that hang—and hang promptly and 
hang certainly—the proved murderer, have the smallest 
percentage of murders. England does this and has but a 
small percentage of the number of murders per hundred 
thousand population that we have. England hangs her 
murderers, and hanging them with certainty, she does not 
have many of them to hang. 
We probably hang more 


murderei's than England does, but we let about ninety-five 
out of one hundred escape with their lives, leading other 
would-be murderers to believe that they too may escape 
if they commit murder—and they usually do. If those 
who love the foul murderer so dearly that they wish _to 
save his life were to have members of their own families' 
become the victim of murderers they would look on the 
matter in a different light—and they should. They should 
now, but they don't. By their maudlin sympathy for mur- 
derers they encourage murder. Nothing is more certain. 
—Kingsburg Recorder.
